America's cup. This oau be answered 
>y what is going on now on two sides of 
;he ocean. At City island, ut the New 
York entrance to the Bound, the De- 
fender, which was the, glory of th« 
yachting world only a few yoars ago, IB 
now being broken up. 
More tliun 


8200,000 was spent upon this boat, yet 
she was worthless for any purpose ex- 
cept America's cup races. 
Because of 


the peculiar quality of the metul used 
in her construction—them first tried and 
never used since—she began to go to 
pieces when laid up. She had finally 
10 be sold for old junk. Her competi- 
tor in the America's cup races, the 
celebrated Valkyrio III, belonging to 
Lord Danraven, is now being broken 
up in Scotland. She, too, wus put up 
and sold at auction for old junk a few 
weeks ago, bringing hardly more than 
$1000. 


Thus two of the most 
celebrated 


yachts in the world, and which, if they 
bad been constructed for ordinary oruia 
ing purposes, would now be in their 
prime, with many years' expectation of 
life, are simply so much old metal. So 
long as the deed of gift remains as it is 
at present and single masted challeng 
ing yachts are 90 feet on the water line, 
just so long, in the opinion of expert 
yachtsmen, will this business of build 
ing enormously 
txpensivo yachts in 


connection with the America's cup go 
on. The earlier wooden yachts, such 
as the Puritan, Volunteer and Colonia, 
constructed before the present extrava 
gant methods were adopted, were refit 
ted as cruisers and are now afloat.

is the opinion of many that such boats 
as the two Shamrocks, the Columbia, 
Constitution and the Independence will 
fonr months heuco be worth no more 
than what they would bring at auction

OFF THIS COAST. 


STew Russian Battleship To Have Her 


Trial Trip Soon. 


The now Russian battleship Retvi/.an, 


milt by the Urarnps of Philadelphia 
ind now practically completed, is short 
y to have her trial run over the Cape 
Ann course. Charles H. Cramp Is now 
in Boston making the arrangements. 
The Retvizan is, in many respects, the 
finest battleship of which any navy in 
the world can boast. 


A battleship of nearly 13,000 tons, 


which will have a speed of eighteen 
knots, and which will honso nearly 600 
men, can hurl 3400 pounds of chilled 
steel and high explosive against an one 
ray from the four great guns that pear 
out of turrets of steel. 


This is the first battleship built in 


this country with a complete installs 
tion of water tube boilers. The two 
ponderous triple expansion engines are 
designed to develop 16,000 horse power. 


The Betvizan carries a great battery, 


and the big guns are novel to American 
eyep, for the Ruebians manufacture all 
their own heavy ordnance at the Obrn 
koff works. They are a modification of 
the French Canet type, and are fired by 
electricity and loaded by machinery. 


There are four twelve-inob, twelve 


six inch and twenty three inch guns in 
the main battery, while the secondaty 
group is made up of twenty forty-seven 
millimeter Hotohkis* rapid-fire cannon

X., -who 
had charge of the naval station at Key 
West during the Spanish-Aniericnn 
war, spent Sunday in Kansas City on 
his way from San Francisco to his 
home at Philadelphia. To a Times re- 
porter Captain Forsyth talked of the 
Sampsou-Schlty controversy, and that 
paper quotes him as saying: 


"While we have been instructed by 


the navy department not to discuss the 
merits of the case, every one knows 
that tlie navy looks upon the contro- 
versy as an unfortunate affair. ^A"e be- 
lieve there was plenty of glory for all 
concerned. The fact that u junior aiau 
was placed in command above his sen- 
iors is responsible for the whole busi- 
ness. Sampson was a captain and the 
se\e.nteenth ranking officer of the navy. 
Xo one ever thought of him as the sue- 
ressor of Admiral Sicard, and I don't 
believe he ever thought of it himself, 
but he was familiar to the people of 
Washington, and they decided to place 
him in command. Of course the officers 
who outranked him did not like it. It Is 
not to be expected that they would, but 
Washington said Sampson, and that 
settled the matter. Schley was aiming 
the officers outranking Sampson, ami 
he Mas thrown directly under the jun- 
ior's command, lie naturally felt the 
promotion more than any of the others.

TO INCREASE MANILA GUARD 


City I» Sow <luU-l, bat Trouble May 


ArUe. 


Manila, Aug. 26.—It has been, decided 


to increase the number of effective sol- 
diers in this city by four companies of 
infantry. The ofiicial reason for the in- 
crease is that the guard duty is too 
heavy for the present .force. As a mat- 
ter of fact, however, there U a feeling 
that, although there is no- apparent 
prospect of trouble, nevertheless in tlie 
event of an uprising In the future, such 
as is always possible among the Ma- 
lays, It would be better to have a suffi- 
cient body of troops available for sucu 
an emergency. 


General ChufTee says lie considers the 


city of Manila to be perfectly orderly, 
and he can see no prospect of an upris- 
ing. Commissioner Wright thinks the 
people "extremely peaceable." He Is 
satisfied that, although among a cer- 
tain class there is some discontent on 
account of the land tax, which is not 
yet understood, this class is not likely 
to foment trouble. 


Many army officers express them- 


selves as gratified at the increase in tho 
military force. They think that with 
the military guard withdrawn from the 
priMm another uprising there might re- 
sult in the release of some 1,800 prison- 
ers. This possibility is regarded as a 
menace to the city by those who take 
that view of tlie case, as they regard 
the white guard as Insufficient. 


Civil officials look upon this contin- 


gency ,as unlikely, iuubtnucu «s tlie ('.00 
white police could mobilize at the pris- 
on before any of the prisoners could es- 
cape and become dispersed throughout 
the disafleeted districts. 


Word was received yesterday that 


the insurgent colonel Loreel. with 17 
officers and 13 men. surrendered Satur- 
day to Captain Brown of the Fourth 
infantry at Talisaj. The surrender of 
numerous other smaller contingents 
last week brings the total to more than 
100.

CASTRO HESITATES. 


Ctipo Colony Boerx Active. 


London, Aug. 20.—The war office has 


received tlie following dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener, dated at Pretoria: 
"Delarey has Issued a counter procla- 
mation warning all Boers against my 
latest proclamation and declaring thnt 
they will continue the struggle." South 
African dispatches show that the Boers 
continue active in Cape Colony. Sharp 
skirmishing has occurred near Union- 
dale, only a day's ride from the seft, 
while Commandant Scheppors' com- 
mando Is threatening the important 
town of Oudtshoorn, 30 miles from the 
Indian ocean. In Brussels it is assert- 
ed that Commandant General Botha 
has ordered the Boer commanders in 
future to retain all captured British as 
hostages in case Lord Kitchener car- 
ries out the threats of his latest proc- 
lamation. 


Favi.r* u Wnr Witli Colombia. 


Washington. Aug. '.JO.— Information 


received iu Washington indicates that 
President Castro hesitates to plunge 
his country into war with Colombia, 
the outcome of which no one c:ui see. 


It is believed here that there has been 


a slight Improvement in the South 
American situation within the last few 
days, and It Is hoped that war between 
Colombia and her neighbors may be 
avoided. There is reason to believe that 
President Castro has been much disap- 
pointed in his expectations of support 
from Nicaragua and Ecuador and that 
he will pause before taking a step in 
which he would not have Ihe united 
support of Venezuela or the hacking of 
his hoped for allies and in which he 
might encounter the opposition of the 
United States. 


If peace Is maintained, it will be 


largely due to the influence of the 
United States. Tho strength of the po- 
sition of this country lies largely In the 
,fHct that the administration has not 
given a hard and fast definition of the 
policy which It will pursue under the 
treaty of IMti, by which it Is bound to 
maintain the sovereignty of Colombia 
over the isthmus of Panama. 


The governments of Venezuela, Nica- 


ragua, Ecuador and of those European 
nations which are looking anxiously 
for an opportunity to meddle In -South 
and Central American matters all know 
that the United States is keeping a 
close watch on the situation and that 
there Is a line somewhere that cannot 
be crossed 
without bringing from 


Washington a vigorous command to 
halt, bucked tip if need IIP by the entire 
power of the United States. 


General Stewart Injured. 


Harrisburg, Aug. 28.—Adjutant Gen- 


eral Thomas .1. Stewart of the Pennsyl- 
vania national guard met with a seri- 
ous accident while driving -with a pjr- 
ty of frieiids on a country road nSir 
this city. The harness on one of the 
horses broke, and in attempting to 
jump from the carriage the adjutant 
general fell and broke his left leg below 
the, knee. The remainder of the party 
••scaped injury. General Stewart has 
been spoken of as a prospective candi- 
date for commander in chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic at the 
coming encampment.

some monument or landmark. 
That ia 


why it costs Uncle Sam a young fortune 
to guard his treasures of history, won- 
der and beauty. Whatever public build- 
ing j ou enter your cane, umbrella ot 
whatever you may have that would make 
a good hammer is -taken from you and 
checked, and at the Congressional library 
and Corcoi-tiu Art gallery you are watch 
ed voiy closely lest you might Kf't an op- 
poi tuuity to use your heels.

A. Question Which 'Will C«m* tJ» •• 


Expiration of Geary Act. 


"The labor question la tbe serious 


problem which Is confronting the Ha- 
waiian sugar planters at the present 
time," said Civil Service Commissioner 
A. W. Hodenberg, who arrived iu 
Washington recently after an extended 
trip in the islands for the purpose oi 
putting tbe civil service law into operit* 
tion there. 
" 


"The proper kind of labor is scarce 


already, and future agricultural devel- 
opments will be greatly retarded unless 
some provision is made to supply this 
element In the community. Tbe Chi- 
nese are tbe Ideal sugar plantation 
workers. They are better workers tban 
either the Japanese or Portuguese, and, 
besides, they give no trouble. They are 
quiet and always live up to their con- 
tracts. 
Since the islands were an- 


nexed, however, no more Chinamen 
can be secured, and sugar planters are 
deeply interested In this question. 


"I am informed that a strong effort 


will be made by Hawaiians at the next 
session of congress, when legislation 
on the Chinese question will be made 
necessary by the expiration of the 
Geary act, to have a clause in the new 
law providing that Chinamen, may be 
brought from China to the Hawaiian 
Islands under contract to do purely 
agricultural work for a period not to 
exceed ten years, when they will be de- 
ported. 
Under the terms of such a 


provision it Is believed that no con- 
flict would be precipitated with organ- 
ized labor, as the law would provide 
that the Chinamen should do nothing 
but agricultural work, and this class of 
vvork in Hawaii white men cannot do 
on account of the climatic conditions. 


"There ia also another contemplated 


solution of the question which Is re- 
ceiving serious thought and investiga- 
tion at tbe present time, and that is to 
Import native Filipinos to work on 
Hawaiian sugar plantations. 
This 


IQea, I believe, has never been made 
known here, but several large planters 
In Hawaii have Investigated the propo- 
sition sufficiently to predict that tbe 
Filipinos may yet solve the perplexing 
labor question of those islands." 


Labor and Polillc Ownership. 


The civic .council of New York has 


sent a circular to 100 labor organiza- 
tions of the city, with 40,000 members, 
Asking for a yea or nay vote on the fol- 
lowing propositions: 


"The right of cities to determine the 


wages, hours and conditions of all city 
employees aud of all employees of con- 
tractors doing work for the city. 


"Steps toward replacing the contract 


system by direct employment on city 
work. 


"Tbe elimination of revenue making 


Investments In estimating the city debt 
limit. 


"Successive steps in municipal own- 


ership and operation." 
•» 


The returns from thig referendum 


will be used as the basis for an agita- 
tion that shall have Influence in a non- 
partisan way on the politics of the 
coming municipal campaign. 


There Is no doubt that these 40,000 


worklngmen will "resolve" their ap- 
proval of the measure, but it Is a ques- 
tion what they will do when It comes 
to action later on. 


Secretary Bliss of the civic council 


said: "We believe that if the 100 or- 
ganizations represented In the council, 
with their 40,000 members, are united 
upon these measures It will have great 
educational and political effect in gain* 
Ing these rights for the wage earners." 


Brooklyn'* Labor Temple. 


The labor organizations of Brooklyn 


have started to build a central meeting 
place and clubhouse for the working- 
men of that borough. Ground was bro- 
ken July 4, Independence day, and It la 
Intended to spend $100,000 to put the 
unions In their own building, Independ- 
ent of all landlords. 
< 


The structure will be raised on the 


site ot the old Labor lyceum, destroy- 
ed by fire, near Willonghby and Myrtle 
avenues. It Is planned by Architects 
Jahn & Co. to be a three story and 
basement structure of 75 feet frontage 
and 207 feet In depth. In the basement 
will be a large ballroom and dining 
ball. On other floors there will be m 
gymnasium, kindergarten and lodge- 
rooms. (The lower half of the building 
will be of granite and limestone, the 
upper part ot light brick with terra 
cotta trimmings. 


Although this building la to be used 


by Brooklyn organizations, many trades 
unions throughout New York city are 
contributing to the construction fund, 
and each of these unions will be enti- 
tled to representation in the Labor Ly- 
ceum association and Its nqard ot man- 
agement. Aii effort will be made to 
complete the structure by. next Thanks- 
giving" day.

THE SUMMER OF 1816. 


One Locality in Wb.lcli It Pmotl«»llr 


Never Happened. 


If the recollections of the Danvill* 


(Ills.) News are not at fault, the summer 
of 1810 cannot, strictly speaking, be said 
to have ever set in. 
AlouK in April, 


•vvhen tbe garden should have been ex- 
hibiting signs of active life, the snow on 
the ground was from four to six feet 
deep and frozen solid for half it3 depth. 
lu May only the surface ol it had melted, 
and the ground could not be reached for 
planting nurposes except by tunnelinr- 
lu June snow had disappeared, but the 
giouud was still frozen hard, aud along 
toward the latter parfof that month an- 
other fall occuried which made sleighing 
good in Danville and vicinity for several 
days. 


On the morning of July 4 water Iroie 


hi tlie wells and pitchers of the early set- 
tlers, and there was excellent skating on 
the neighborhood ponds. 
Snow 
fell 


toward noon, and the usual Independence 
day exercises were held in a church 
warmed by blazing log fires and were 
participated in by men and women in 
midwinter clothing. 


The spring, when it came in reality, 


was so short and severe that no vegeta- 
tion could thrive in it. In August the 
coin, which had struggled against ad- 
verse circumstances, went to tassel so 
early that it was useless except as fodder. 
Com from other parts of the country 
brought unheard of prices, and for seed 
to be used in the sptiug of 1817 farmers 
were obliged to provide themselves with 
corn grown in 1815. All breadstuffs -went 
up, and Hour a year afterward sold at 
$17 a barrel. 


As a matter of fact, there was no sum- 


mer in the vicinity of Danville in 1816, 
and the files of the Danville News foi 
that peiiod prove that the weather ex- 
perts in those days attributed the ex- 
traordinary meteorological conditions to 
spots on the sun. 


The winters preceding and following 


the severe summer were intensely cold, 
and, 
as the people in those days knew 


none of the conveniences of steam heated 
flats and were wholly ignorant of com- 
forts derived from contact with the mod- 
ern janitor, their sufferings, it •will be 
supposed, must of necessity have been 
intense. 
The public health was never better. 


There were the usual quillings and log 
raisings everywhere. Although the crops 
were a failure, the spirits of the people 
never drooped, nnd their confidence in 
Illinois as a corn producer never weak- 
ened, The sturdy pioneers and first set- 
tlers went about their business just as 
usual.

Why the Confederate General Did 


Not Get One Batch of Military Sup- 
plier Tliut Wu» 111 Charge of an. 
Awvlit of HlH Government. 
° 


• The following is from the diary of a 
Baltimore mail who was employed during 
the ch il wai1 us an ageat of the Confed- 
tvate States government in obtaining sup- 
plies for the Confederate States ordnance 
department and conveying them to Rich- 
mond, Va.: 


"Early in 1801, through a relative who 


lived in Winchester, General Stonewall 
Jackson heard of my movements and 
seat one of his aids to my house in Balti- 
more with an earnest message for my 
assistance. I was not at home at the 
lime, but the aid left the message for 
me aud a pass inside Jackson's lines. 
Jackson •Has then in command at Har- 
pers Ferry. The message was that he 
(Jackson) was almost destitute of mus- 
ket caps—did not have three caps to a 
man—and of co\irse could do nothing on 
the aggressive or defensive. 


"A hardware dealer told rue he could 


procure the caps from a northern manu- 
facturer provided I would pay an ad- 
vanced price, to which I agreed. At that 
time, however, a number of persons were 
arrested in Baltimore on the charge of 
being 'southern sympathizers,' and this 
so alarmed my friend that he declined to 
obtain the caps. 


"However, 1 succeeded in picking up 


about 100,000 caps, which were packed 
in two trunks, \\ith a large lot of Vir- 
ginia military buttons. The trunks were 
marked 'Miss Mary Birkett,' and with 
tbem 1 started one bright morning in 
1801 for Harpers Ferry by the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad. I also had a 
basket and a carpetbag filled with Vir- 
ginia buttons. I took a seat in the hap- 


cur and placed the .carpetbag under 


the car seat in front of me. Ott the seat 
hi front of me were Mr. William Henry 
Baldwin and another gentleman whom 
1 did not know. At that time 1 was not 
acquainted with Mr. Baldwin. 


"When we arrived at the Helay, I was 


much astonished to find Colonel Jones 
of the Sixth Massachusetts regiment on 
the platform with a company oC his sol- 
diers. The 
train 
wus stopped, and 


guards were placed at each door with 
orders to allow no one to pass out. 
Colonel Jones had received information 
Ibut Mr. Anderson hud engraved some 
plates for Confederate States bonds and 
was on the train with tlic'iu bound for 
Uichmoud. The train wus searched, but 
Mr. Anderson could not be found, the 
passengers being held as prisoners and 
closely scrutinized. 


"1 had Kood reason for feeling un- 


easy for mybelf and determined to get 
out of that trap. Fortunately 1 had in 
my pocket a trainman's time table, 
\\ hich was only for the use of trainmen. 
Wilh this I went to the front door, closely 
examining the time table, pas-sed tho bas- 


car aud asked tho baggage master: 


'Whole do we meet train No. 10? 
Let 


me see your time table.' 


"The soldier on guard supposed I was 


one of the trainbands, and very obliging- 
ly let me pass. 1 got oft' the car and 
walked over to the hotel to ask Mr. 
Lowe, the 
proprietor, the object of 


Colonel Jones' presence, but Mr. Lowe 
was not at home. Glunciug out the win- 
dow 1 saw Colonel Jones with a file of 
soldiers coining at e]Uick march toward 
the hotel, some one ha\ing told him of 
my going thoie. I at once started back 
wiping my mouth, as if 1 had jus,t taken 
a drink, stepped aside us 1 passed them, 
returned to the smoking car and took 
another seat some distance from my 
former seat and those Virginia buttons. 


"When the colonel came back, he 


ordered all trunks to be opened and ex- 
amined. The owner of trunks marked 
'Miss Mary Birkett' was called for, but 
no one appearing to claim them they 
were put on the platform right in front 
of where 1 was standing- Colonel .Touos 
then came into my ear with some of his 
men and ordered them to open

halt. Tlie braketaon had also noted 
that some-thing was wrong, so were pre 
pared tor the abrupt stop and nobccly 
wasiojureJ.
